CHAPTER Vm. 

EXPLANATION OF THE SCALE AND 5TAFF. 

44. Mdody regulates the height or lowness of ^e tone ; and embraces those great, 
yet simple laws of musical science, by which tones of a different pitch are made to 
bear a relation to each other. 

45. At the foundation of melody lies a succession of eight sounds, called the Scixs. 
It makes no difoence at what pitch the first note is given; that note with the seven 
notes above it in regular progression, are the scale. 

46. The degrees of the scale are numbered 1, 9, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, a The rule of the 
tones in the scale is as Mows : from 1 to 2 is a whole tone. From 2 to 3 is a whole 
tone. From 8 to 4 is a half tone. From 4 to 6, from 5 to 6, and fitxn d to 7 are 
whole tones; but from 7 to 8 is a halftone. 

47. It has been already stated, that all musie is written on the staff, or the five 
lines, and could not be written without it The notes are written on the lines, and 
in the spaces between the lines. The lines and spaces are cotmted from ibe bottom 
to the top.

CHAPTER Xn. 

HOW HUMAN VOICES A£E CLASSED. 

75, Human voices may naturally be divided into four classes, viz. Ist, Base voieeB, 
ix the lower voices of men. Sd, Tenor voices, or higher voices of men. 3d, Alto 
voices, (or Counter Tenor) the lower voices of females, and the voices of boys; and 
4th, Treble, %x the higher voices of females. The air, or principal part of the tune, 
is always designed for Treble voices. The following example will show the distinc- 
tions in the voices. 
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76. In classing his pupils, the teacher will be governed by the rules here laid 
down. The large majority of men have base voices. If a man can sound this note 

and sound it clear, and prol<mg it some time, without straining to keq> 

— his voice up to it, his is unquestionably a good tenor voice. The Alto, 

— or second treble, is an important part. It must be assigned to those 
IZI females who sing low notes full and clear, without huskiness. 
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77. The base is written oh the F clef,^ but the other three parts are written 

with the G clef. £ "^ 

It Is a misfi>rtane that we h«?e te nss the treble «1ef fbr stH the psfti except the bate. T&s 
old tenor def, for what reason we know not, has gone out of use. When the treble olef is nsed 
in the part designed to be sung by male voices, the tenee are an octave lower, than if the same 
were designed to be sung by female voices. The leading melody or air, should always be sung 
by female voices, as they predominate. When a part is arranged as a second treble, if sung by 
male voices, it should be sung as if written an octave higher. Sometimes it is written an octave 
above and called counter; in which ease, if it is eung by female voices, it should be sung as if 
written an octave lower. And let it be understood once ibr all, that when the 6 clef is used in 
the part desi(^ed for tenor .Tsnesi the notes are an octa»a below what they woaU bay if designed 
for trahia voices.

CHAPTER Xra. 

DISTINCTIONS BETWEEN THE DIATONIC AND CHROMATIC SCALES. 

79. The Sca]e» aa we haye described it in the foreffoing lesaona, is the Diatonic 
SeaiCi a word of Greek CNrigin, denoting that the aeue is composed principally of 
i^ole tones. Rtm the scale toward. 
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From C to D is a whole tone. From D to E is a whole tone ; bi^ from E to F is a half tone 
or semitone. From F to G, from G to A, and from A to B ari whole tones, bnt from B to C is 
a half tone. Thus the seale is eosapoeed mostly of whole tonesi and is (heielbee called Diatoeiie. 
Bat another kind of scale may be formed, as yon will see. 

80* Any two notes which are a full tone distant from each other, may have an in* 
termediate halftone. When all the half tones me inserted between tte' fiill tones, 
a scale is formed of semitcmes only, and called the Chromatic Scale. 

The Chromatic Scale takes its name from the Greek worfl chroma^ or color ^ because the inter- 
spersed semitones give an ornamental effect to the diatonic or simple melody. Malcolm gives 
tne chromatic scale a more significant name, viz. sendtonie scale. On the organ or piano, the 
diatonic scale may be pUnred on the white keys alone, bat the ehroowtie cannot be played with- 
ottt tho intormiztnre of the black keys. 

81. In the chromatic scale ascending, the semitones are produced hy the use o€ 
the sharp. It is made thus, #. It raises the note before tdiioh it is placed, a half 
tone. In the scale descending, the semitones are produced by the use of flats. A 
flat depresses the note before which it is placed, a halftone. It is made thus, {>.

CHAPTER XII. . 

BXPJlESSrON IN GENERAL. 

We are obliged again to repeat, that much must be left to the judgment and taste 
of the tea(^er. Almost everything depends on him. It is almost impossible to lay 
down rules for expression. It is a thing which will not submit to rules. Without 
doubt expressioii may be somewhat assisted bj rules.

A singing master should have a thorough know- 
ledge of pronunciation; he i^ottld articulate well, giving to each syHable its proper 
enunciation, and he should know wherd to apply accent and emphasis to give efiect 
It requires years of practioe to become a good singer. .
